State Board Sends Out Notice 
That Hearing Will Be Held 
Monday Morning

Notice has been receiv ed that 
a p u blic hearing in the Moscow' 
school case will be held at Mos- 
j 
cow Monday morning at 10 o'- 
i 
clock. The notice came from the 
state tax board with whom Ed 
Gahimer, Orange township tru s­ 
tee had filed a determination to 
enter into a contract with a 
holding comp any for the erec­ 
tion of a new school bu ilding, 
and with whom also, a remon­ 
strance and cou nty p etition had 
been filed by certain p arties, 
tax p av ers of Orange township , 
who hav e retained Gates Ket- 
chu m as their attorney . 
The fight ov er the Moscow 
school has been a long drawn 
ou t affair and inju nction p ro­ 
ceedings were dismissed only a , 
few months ago in the Ru sh cir­ 
cu it cou rt after being fou ght in 
the cou rt since last Sep tember, i 
The township tru stee, backed 
by a majority of the adv isory 
board, p rop osed to bu ild a new 
school bu ilding costing in the 
neighborhood of $100,000 and 
mov ing the site from Moscow to 
a p oint more nearly the center j 
of the township . 
The remonstrators made 
a 
cou nter p rop osal seeking to re­ 
model the p resent bu ilding and 
to bu ild an addition to take care 
of fu tu re growth. The p resent 
bu ilding had been condemned by 
j 
the state boajrd of health and 
edu cation. Moscow high school 
was granted its commission for 
this y ear desp ite the fact that 
the school had been op ened in 
the face of a state seal. 
The remonstrance as filed by 
Ketchu m contained 253 names, 
not all of whom liv e in that 
township fmt who, it is claimed, 
p ay tax es on p rop erty located in 
that township . A large nu mber 
of citizens are ex p ected to be 
p resent 
at 
Moscow 
Monday 
morning when the hearing takes 
p lace. The decision of the state 
tax board will be final. 


Cu tting of wheat ,u nder nor­ 
mal weather conditions will p ror 
j bably not be started in Ru sh 
cou nty u ntil week after nex t it 
was 
stated 
today 
by 
men 
who are in close tou ch with the 
crop situ ation here. There may 


j be a few fields ready for the 
reap er by the end of the nex t 
week, bu t there will not be a 
great nu mber of these and mu ch 
will dep end u p on the weather 
conditions that p rev ail. 
In cou nties to the sou th the 
wheat harv est is ex p ected to be­ 
gin in earnest nex t week. In the 
far sou th p art of the state al­ 
ready the reap ers are bu sy in the 
fields. 
The grain in Ru sh cou nty 
fields is now tu rning u nder the 
heat of the su n, since the first 
of the week the golden tinge has 
been ap p arent in many of the 
fields. 
Men who hav e farmed for 
sev eral y ears state that they 
hav e nev er seen a wet Ju ne 
which did not damage the wheat 
crop , both as to q u ality and 
q u antity . Since this month has 
brou ght nu merou s rains they 
are ex p ecting that the same re­ 
su lts will be fou nd when time to 
thresh the grain arriv es. Hard 
rains of recent weeks are be­ 
liev ed to hav e knocked mu ch of 
the blossoms from the stalks. 
The acreage in wheat in Ru sh 
cou nty is close to normal, it was 
stated. According to most farm­ 
ers, the amou nt in wheat in 
the cou nty is slightly less than 
in other y ears, and will be u nder 
the ten y ear av erage. The same 
situ ation is said to ex ist in other 
continu es ov er the state. 
Althou gh the p rice which will 
be p aid for wheat at harv est 
time is not definitely known, it 
is ex p ected to be between ninety 
cents and one dollar a bu shel. 
It may reach a dollar, bu t some 
of the farmers here are ex p ect­ 
ing abou t ninety -fiv e cents to be 
the market q u otation at that 
time. The p rice at harv est time 
a y ear ago was $1.25 a bu shel. 
For sev eral y ears the farmers 
hav e receiv ed more than a dol­ 
lar a bu shel for their wheat at 
the time of threshing. 
Some of the Ru sh cou nty 
men are p ow talking of holding 
their wheat u ntil later in the 
y ear, believ ing that there will be 
a material adv ance in p rice 
later.

Colu mbu s, Ohio, Ju ne 21—i/P) 
—The confession of Dr. James 
H. Snook, 49, dismissed Ohio 
State u niv ersity p rofessor, that 
he killed 25 y ear old Theora Hix , 
his p u p il-p aramou r, was ready 
for the cou nty grand ju ry today , 
ju st one week from the day the 
girl was beaten a^id slashed to 
death. He killed her, he said, be­ 
cau se she threatened the life of 
his wife and child. 
The confession, annou nced at 
midnight by Cou nty Prosecu tor 
John J. Chester Jr., was held for 
the grand ju ry with Chester’s 
p rediction that a first degree 
mu rder indictment wou ld be re­ 
tu rned before ev ening. 
Bringing to an end 23 hou rs of 
gru elling 
ex amination, 
Snook 
lost the iron nerv e that had car­ 
ried him throu gh six day s of in­ 
v estigation and, sobbing like a 
child, told the p rosecu tor and 
p olice* heads that he was ready 
to ‘ tell ev ery thing." 
The confession that followed 
declared that he had stru ck the 
girl on the head with a hammer 
du ring a v iolent q u arrel in his 
au tomobile p arked at a lonely 
rifle range near here on the 
night of Ju ne 13, and that, real­ 
izing her sku ll was fractu red, he 
took ou t his p en knife and slit 
her throat “to reliev e her su f­ 
fering.” 
The q u arrel, he said, followed 
the girl’s p rotests against his 
p lans to leav e the city ov er the 
week end with his family and 
her threat to kill his wife and 
two-y ear old dau ghter if he 
went. As the altercation became 
more bitter, the confession said, 
Miss Hix reached for her hand­ 
bag in which at times she car­ 
ried a small p istol that Dr. Snook 
had giv en her. Then followed 
the stru ggle in which Dr. Snook 
said he snatched u p the hammer 


in the car and struck her on the 
head. 
“ She continued (to fight) des­ 
perately and an increasing num­ 
ber of blows of increasing force 
were necessary to stop her," he 
said. “ Realizing then, no doubt, 
that her skull was fractured and 
to relieve her suffering, I severed 
her jugular vein with my pocket 
knife." 
After he was convinced the 
girl was dead, Dr. Snook said he 
“ proceeded to pick up the things 
that had been scattered during 
the struggle and hurriedly left 
the scene of the struggle, leaving 
her body at that point." 
Dr. Snook said he then went 
home tossing the girl’s handbag 
in the Scioto river as he drove 
over a- bridge. The gun, he said, 
was not in the purse. 
The 
confession 
was 
made 
early y esterday afternoon, but 
Prosecutor Chester, following an 
agreement he said, he made with 
Snook, did not give it his official 
announcement until midnight. 
This, he explained was to permit

A PROBLEM IN ENGINEERING. 
What d oes the sprawling, populous, inert na­ 
tion called China need most? 
Engineers! 
That is the answer given by O. J. Tod d , chief 
engineer of the China International Famine Re­ 
lief Commission. 
Writing in “China/’ published 
by the China 
Society of America, he 
d eclares 
that China’s greatest problem is the mod ernizing 
of her land to such an extent that she can sup­ 
ply her own need s in the matter of food and d e­ 
velop her exports of such prod ucts as silk, hid es, 
wood -oil and minerals. 
“China’s economic welfare and future peace 
are very d epend ent upon river control, more ex­ 
tensive irrigation systems, better transportation, 
which means unification and better und erstand ­ 
ing,” he writes. 
For example: 
China is consid ered a d ensely 
over-populated land , with more people than she 
can feed . 
Yet Mr. Tod d points out that less 
than 30 per cent of China’s arable land is und er 
cultivation. 
The rest either lies id le or is used 
for grazing. In all China there is no great d am 
or reservoir for reclamation work such as the 
United States has constructed in arid regions of 
the west. 
Engineers could reclaim most of this 
id le land for agriculture. 
In the second place, huge sections of China 
are isolated because of poor road . 
One d istrict 
may be famine-stricken while another has abun­ 
d ance, but the surplus food simply cannot be 
transported from one place to another. 
A net­ 
work of good trunk highway s and an extension 
of the railroad sy stem would , obviously, correct 
this situation. 
Nearly all of 
China’s interior 
transportation of 
freight is 
accomplished 
by 
hand . 
The 
motor truck, given 
d ecent road s, 
would revolutionize Chinese life. 
In ad d ition, China is subject to d evastating 
flood s. 
Her rivers are largely 
uncontrolled . 


River control works, established by competent 
engineers, would cut these d angers d own to a 
minimum. 
Ord inarily we d o not think of China’s prob­ 
lem as one of engineering. Mr. Tod d ’s remarks 
are valuable because they let us view the situa­ 
tion from a new angle. 


HOOVER’S CORNER-STONE. 
When Herbert Hoover was Secretary of Com­ 
merce the business of that d epartment 
was 
transacted in rather cramped rented quarters. 
The d epartment flourished like a green bay tree 
und er Hoover. 
As presid ent he has been called 
upon to lay the corner-stone for the new Com­ 
merce build ing in Washington. Presid ent Hoov­ 
er’s trowel was the same one that was used by 
George Washington in lay ing the corner-stone 
for the Capitol on September 18, 17 93. 


Notwithstand ing the exalted station now oc­ 
cupied by Herebert Hoover he is likely to alway s 
look back upon the d ay s when he was secretary 
ol commerce and build ing his career as a national 
lead er. 


TOO LATE. 


A New Jersey man was arrested recently for 
murd ering a woman whom he had bigamously 
married . 
He confessed , and said that he had 
killed her because he realized that it would be 
impossible for him to keep up the d eception that 
he practiced on 
her and his 
other 
wife any 
longer. 


“Right after I married her I realized I had 
d one wrong,” he explained . 
This gentleman is like most of the rest of 
us. 
Right after we d o something, we realize it 
v/as wrong — and we’d give our eye teeth to un­ 
d o it, which of course can’t be d one. 
If more of 
us could realize before we d o a thing that it is 
wrong the world would be a lot better off.

For several years the farmers 
have received more than a dol- 
lar a bushel for their wheat at 
the time of threshing.

men are now talking of holding 
their wheat until later in the 
year, believing that there will be 
a material advance in price 
later.

Dr. Snook Confesses and Gives. 


Details of Theora Hix Slaying 


Columbus, Ohio, June 
21—(JP) 


—The confession of Dr. James 
I. Snook, 49, dismissed Ohio 
State university professor, that 
le killed 25 year old Theora Hix, 
his pupil-paramour, was ready 
or the county grand jury today, 
ust one week from th£ day the 
girl was beaten and slashed to 
leath. He killed Jrfer, he said, be- 
ause she threatened the life of 
lis wife and child. 


The confession, announced at 


nidnight by County Prosecutor 
ohn J. Chester Jr., was held for 
he grand jury with Chester's 
irediction that a first degree 
murder indictment would be re- 
urned .before evening.

examination, Snook 


ost the iron nerve that had oar^ 
ied him .through six days of in- 
estigation and, sobbing like a 
hild, told the prosecutor and 
olice1 heads that he was -ready 
o "tell everything." 
The confession that followed 
eclared that he had struck the 
irl on the head with a hammer 
uring a violent quarrel in his 
utomobile parked at a lonely 
ifle range near hejfg on- the 
ight of June 13, and' "that, real- 
zing her skull was fractured, he 
ook out his pen knife and slit 
er throat '-to relieve her suff- 
ering." 
The quarrel, he said, 'followed 
te girl's protests against his 
lans to leave the .city over the 
•eek end with his family and 
er threat to kill his wife and 
wo-year old daughter if he 
rent. As the altercation became 
nore bitter, the confession said, 
JLiss Hix reached for her hand- 
ag in which at times she. car- 
ed a small pistol that Dr. Snook 
ad given her. Then followed 
le struggle in which Dr. Snook 
aid he snatched up the hammer 


, in the car and struck her on the 
| head. 


"She continued (to fight) des- 


perately and an increasing num- 
ber of blows of increasing force 
were necessary to stop her," he 
said. "Realizing then, no doubt, 
that her'skull was fractured and 
to relieve her suffe'ring, I severed 
her jugular vein with my pocket 
knife." 


After he was convinced the 


girl was dead, Dr. Snook said he 
"proceeded to pick up the things 
that had been scattered during 
the struggle and hurriedly left 
the scene of the struggle, leaving 
her body at that point." 


Dr. Snook said he .then ^rent 


hoirie" tossing tlie'girl's handbag 
in the;*Scioto river as he drove 
over a- bridge.

A PROBLEM IN ENGINEERING. 


What does the sprawling, populous, inert na- 


tion called China need most? 


Engineers! 
That is the answer given by O. J. Todd, chief 


engineer of the China International Famine Be- 
lief Commission. Writing in "China," published 
by the China Society of America, he 
declares 


that China's greatest problem is the modernizing 
of her land to such an extent that she can sup- 
ply her own needs in the matter of food and de- 
velop her exports of such products as silk, hides, 
wood-oil and minerals. 


"China's economic welfare and future peace 


are very dependent upon river control, more ex- 
tensive irrigation systems, better transportation, 
which means unification and better understand- 
ing," he writes. 


For example: China is considered a densely 


over-populated land, with more people than she 
can feed. 
Yet Mr. Todd points out that less 


than 30 per cent of China's arable land is under 
cultivation. 
The rest either lies idle or is used 


for grazing. In all China there is no great dam 
or reservoir for reclamation work such as the 
United States has constructed in arid regions of 
the west. Engineers could reclaim most of this 
idle land for agriculture. 


In the second place, huge sections of China 


are isolated because of poor road. 
One district 


may be famine-stricken while anotlier has abun- 
dance, but the surplus food simply cannot be 
transported from one place to another. A net- 
work of good trunk highways and an extension 
of the railroad system would, obviously, correct 
this situation. 
Nearly all of China's interior 


transportation of freight is accomplished by 
hand. 
The motor truck, given decent roads, 


would revolutionize Chinese life. 


In addition, China is subject to devastating 


floods. 
Her rivers are largely uncontrolled. 


River control works, established by competent 
engineers, would cut these' dangers down to a 
minimum. 


Ordinarilywe do not think of China's prob- 


lem as one of engineering. Mr^Todd's remarks 
are valuable because they let us view the situa- 
tion from a new angle. 


•HOOVER'S CORNER-STONE. 


When Herbert Hoover was Secretary of Com- 


merce the business of that department 
was 


transacted in rather cramped rented quarters. 
The department flourished like a green bay tree 
under Hoover. As president he has been called 
upon to lay the corner-stone for the new Com- 
merce building in Washington. President Hoov- 
er's trowel was the same one that was used by 
George Washington in laying the corner-stone 
for the Capitol on September 18, 1793. 


Notwithstanding the exalted station now oc- 


cupied by Herebert Hoover he is likely to always 
look back upon the days when he was secretary 
of commerce and building his career as a national 
leader. 


TOO LATE. 


A New Jersey man was arrested recently for 


murdering a woman whom he had bigamously 
married. 
He confessed, and said that he had 


killed her because he realized that it would be 
impossible for him to keep up the deception that 
lie practiced on her and his other wife any 
longer. 


"Bight after I married her I realized I had 


done wrong," he explained. 


This gentleman is like most of the rest of 


us. Bight after we do something, we realize it 
was wrong — and we'd give our eye teeth to un- 
do it, which of course can't be done. If more of 
us could realize before we do a thing that it is 
wrong the world would be a lot better off.
